There is nothing un- 
oonelitutiunal in the tax, it being 
within tho Hoope of legislation of any 
supreme legislature, but the provin- 
cial leeinlatnre of British Columbia 
ceased to be so when that colony be- 
came incorporated in tha Dominion. 
Its power is derivative, not inherent.

The 
work of prospecting is being expend- 
ed at the point where Mr. Julien im- 
agines a large and rich feeder joins 
the main north and south led^o 
Crosscuts will be run tast and wes 
from the shaft at a level of fifty feet, 
beginning next week.
